'Just do it', says 
marathon mum 


AFTER months of gruelling training Crewkerne child¬ 
minder and mother of two, Caroline Woodhead, achieved 
her aim to complete the London Marathon. 

She managed the route in five hours 59 minutes and 45 
seconds, and raised about £800 for Cots for Tots and 
SURE in memory of her friend Kelly Day-Elliott. 

When asked if she would do it again Mrs Woodhead 
said: “On Sunday night I said no, but by the time I got to 
watch it on TV I wanted to go again, it was brilliant. 

“I met some others within 30 seconds who were also 
first timers and very nervous and I met some of them 
again at the end. It took about 10-15 minutes to cross the 
start line and I was behind a rhinoceros! The kids loved 
it as well, I thought they might get bored standing on the 
side line all day but they were really good. 

“I was running at about 1:50 for a half marathon but that 
all went out of the window, I just slowed down and en¬ 
joyed it. The atmosphere was brilliant, people put out 
hosepipes and sprayed us because it was so hot and kids 
came running up with pieces of orange and apple. 

“I spoke to Jonanthan Pearce the BBC presenter, I had 
watched him last year struggling and he nearly made me 
cry, I told him not to give up and he was part of the reason 
I came.” 

When asked what advice she would give to anyone 
thinking of entering in the future, the marathon mum said: 
“Just do it, it’s the most amazing thing ever.”

He had 
the privilege of opening the Chard 750 celebrations in 
1985. 

Also in May 1983 he was elected leader of Yeovil Dis¬ 
trict Council/South Somerset District Council and re¬ 
mained leader for seven years. 

Tony did not confine himself to his council work and 
served on the committee of South Somerset Citizens Ad¬ 
vice Bureau for 20 years, nine of them as chairman. 
Crowshute House, the home of Chard Amateur Theatre 
Society, Chard Light Operatic Society, Chard Concert 
Brass and older persons lunches, was his idea. The money 
came from the sale of land at Mitchell Gardens which he 
made sure did not go to Yeovil. 

Another initiative was the Chard Christmas Fayre 
which he organised for 25 years, minus the four years the 
Guildhall was closed, helping dozens of charities and 
clubs raise funds for their work. 

Following his retirement from social work in 1999 he 
didn't sit down. He works part-time as the clerk to the 
local alms houses, is the treasurer of both Chard Museum 
and the League of Friends of Chard Hospital.

PEACE loving Annabella Van Clute has now lived in Crewkerne for 30 years and 
considers it her base. 

Brought up by an academic father of Dutch American origin who had met 
Kodak, Harry Houdini and seen the Hindenburg and a mother from Hampshire, 
Annabella was given a wide view of the world from an early age. 

She spent many years as a child in Seville while her father taught there, but 
their family home had been in Norton Sub Hamdon. 

Annabella was born a boy and named Adrian. Although unhappy with her 
gender from the age of 12 and despite liberal parents she told no one until a 
few years ago when she became deeply depressed after the death of her father. 

Now, thanks to understanding friends and hormone therapy from her doctor, 
Annabella has begun a new life as a DJ on Crewkerne's online radio station 
United FM and is taking a teacher training courses at Yeovil College whilst vol¬ 
unteering at Somerset Mind. 


• WHAT do you like about Crewk¬ 
erne? 

I like the friendliness of it. Despite my 
gender difficulties most people have 
been very understanding. There have 
only been one or two who have given 
me a hard time and the police have been 
very supportive and I have a panic but¬ 
ton just in case. Crewkerne is a very spe¬ 
cial place with a lot of history like the 
Saxon Mint and the sails for the Victory 
and I like being close to the sea. My spir¬ 
itual home is Lyme Regis where I went to 
boarding school and my family's ashes 
are scattered. 

• WHAT have you been involved in, in 
the town? 

My first job was in the glove factory but 
I worked in Yeovil museum in the late 80s 
and helped with the setting up of Crewk- 
erne's museum. I was also involved in 
West One youth club when I first moved 
to the town, we used to take kids ice 
skating in Bristol back then. 

I helped at Rhydderch House and we 
used to go to Clapton village hall. I love 
nature, that's why I joined the campaign 
to save the oak tree when the council 
wanted to cut it down. There is a lot of 
wildlife here and I am getting a book to¬ 
gether on the walks around Crewkerne 
with all the trees marked. I also have a 
WWII project and I'm trying to find out 
more about the pillbox at Wadham 
School. 

• IS THERE something you think 
Crewkerne needs? 

Yes we really need an arts centre and 
music venue and a place for the young¬ 
sters, like a cafe. The old surgery in 
Abbey Street or part of the Bonsoir 
building would be great for that but it's 
all about money isn't it. 

• WHAT kind of music do you like? 

I was brought up on classical and apart 
from folk and jazz, I really like the psy¬ 
chedelic music that came out of San 
Francisco in the 60s, like Crosby Stills 
Nash and Young and the Eagles. Ralph 
McTell is a personal friend of mine and I 
love to go to the Sidmouth Folk Festival. 

• WHEN is your radio show? 

I am on United FM from 4-7pm on Mon¬ 
days and 3.30-7pm on Saturdays when I 
link in with California. I have a good ex¬ 
tensive music book so I like to give a bit 
of history with the music and play trib¬ 
utes if someone dies. I like to promote 
new bands too like Bill Stewart, a marvel¬ 
lous blues guitarist from the north that I 
am trying to get down here to the Or¬ 
ange Box. In Crewkerne we have a music 


night in Oscar's Wine Bar on Sunday 
nights, I play CDs from 6-7.30pm then we 
open it up to anyone to play. 

• DO you play any instruments your¬ 
self? 

I play blues guitar and blues harp. I'm try¬ 
ing to learn the penny whistle and man¬ 
dolin. 

• HOW did you become involved in 
astronomy? 

Through liking the night sky and my fa¬ 
ther was in to physics and science fiction. 
When I heard they were setting up an as¬ 
tronomy group in Crewkerne I jumped at 
the chance to be involved. We meet on 
the third Wednesday of the month at the 
church hall from 7.30pm. We saw the 
space station go over at the last meeting. 
% WHAT is the best thing you have 
seen so far? 

I have seen Jupiter with the naked eye 
and the craters of the moon, the rings of 
Saturn and the sun through a special tel¬ 
escope. 

• WHAT else are you involved in? 

I am a member of Amnesty International 
and would like to get a local group going 
again. I am keen on preserving the envi¬ 
ronment and wildlife, my lifelong dream 
is to swim with dolphins. 

I was sent out of Hinkley Point at gun¬ 
point in 1968 for protesting against it 
with Friends of the Earth.

THE humble potato. Ubiquitous, yet undervalued. Cheap, yet nutritious. Low fat, yet satisfyingly filling. 
And so while I appreciate pasta and rice, and all the other flavours and textures that they encourage 
onto the dinner plate, I must admit that the 'spud' is certainly wins the accolade of my favourite 'carb'. 

For those weekender readers who live or travel through rural spots, you will have noticed the 25kg 
bags for sale on the side of the road beside local farms. On more than one occasion I've helped an older 
person get one into the back of their Honda Jazz, for that is certainly a considerable weight. In fact, a fam¬ 
ily member once - way over ten years ago - spent a back breaking summer lumping these bags around 
for a few quid, and they still moan about the effort involved today. 

On average, 25kg from your local farmer will cost you £6 this year. Just stop and do the maths on that 
a moment - six quid! Next time you're in Tesco, go and see how much they charge you for just 1 kg and 
marvel at the value. It's fantastic, and yet more evidence of the money there is to be saved (yes, saved!) 
by buying seasonal produce direct from your farm and cutting out the middleman. 

But as well as making massive savings by buying this most versatile of roots from the side of the road, 
why not consider growing some. Imagine the outside of your property - you don't need rolling fields be¬ 
hind your house. In fact, if you've got enough room to keep one large plant pot then you've got enough 
room to grow a good crop of potatoes. 

What you might consider investing in is potato bags. As usual, the best place to buy these are on eBay, 
and in their most common iteration they are made of a a tough polyester (similar to the sheets your 
dad used to use to put in the boot of the Mark 2 Escort before taking garden waste to the tip), and are 
cylindrical.Towards the bottom (and this is the clever bit) they have a pocket you can open so that you 
can harvest your new spuds without disturbing the plant. 

Interested? Well, here's what to do. Get your bags ordered and then nip down to your garden centre 
to buy some seed potatoes. Don't just pick up the first bag you see, because there are different types 
(broadly speaking early, main crop and late) - as well as different varieties suitable for different things. 
Grab some that are good for the time you want to plant and what you finally want to do with them. 
Once home, let them chit. In a nut shell, turn them out onto a tray and leave in a well lit place for about 
a week.The seeds will begin to sprout, and this means they are ready. 

Now you can plant. Put about 20cm of compost in your bag, and then put in about half a dozen seed 
spuds and cover. As you keep them well watered, the top of the plant will start to grow. As they do, 
keep adding more and more soil over the weeks of growth until you eventually reach the top. At this 
stage you might be able to put your hand in at the bottom and steel a few new offerings. Finally, when 
the plant on top withers down you can harvest the larger spuds. 

Easy, fresh and fun. So this year, don't buy your spuds at the supermarket. Get some from the side of 
the road and grow some of your own. Make your own connection between plant and plate.

The LSD also reins in 
understeer caused by 
excessive throttle 
loads during corner¬ 
ing, or changes in the 
texture of the road 
surface.

of minutes later, but their kick from a wide angle shaved 
the wrong side of the upright.

The score stood however. The kick from in front was suc¬ 
cessful and the scoreline now stood at 8-7. Chard had to 
put this reversal behind them, and they certainly did so, 
with winger Herbert being pushed into touch just short 
after a good run.

Y EOVIL Town finally secured npower League One status 
on Easter Monday with a very creditable 2-2 draw at pro¬ 
motion candidates Peterborough United, but why has it 
taken so long?

upended by Arter and nothing to do with him, then he would 
have not been dismissed. 

Monday's match showed that Yeovil can compete with the 
best in the league, and I thought they were unlucky to lose to 
two late goals in the reverse encounter with the Posh at Huish 
Park.

What 
a superb keeper he is; I think one of the best we have seen at 
the club. 

His double save from a deflected Paul Taylor shot and Chris 
Whelpdale's follow up header against Peterborough must rank 
among the best, if not the best, he has made this campaign, 
and he has made some crackers.
